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ARCHAEOLOGY. 


As no reports have come in from other members, I am afraid 
the following summary of archaeological doings and discoveries since 
our last Annual Meeting may prove somewhat incomplete, and I shall 
be only too pleased to receive any additions or suggestions before it 
goes to press. 

Two events in the past year stand out as of especial importance 
in the history of archaeology in our county, viz., the excavation of the 
hill-fort on Titterstone Clee, and the initiation of the Clun Town Hail 


Museum. 
TITTERSTONE CLEE CAMP. 


During the summer of 1932 the surviving portion of the great 
hill-fort on Titterstone Clee was surveyed and scientifically explored 
by the Ancient Monuments Department of H.M, Office of Works, 
represented by Mr. B. H. St. J. O'Neil and Mr. R. S. Simms. About a 
dozen sections were cut through the rampart, and the great inturned 
entrance on the south-east of the area, where post-~holes and evidence 
of several periods of construction were discovered. Unfortunately, 
not a single sherd of pottery or any dateable object came to light. 
Trenches were cut also within the area, and across the newly-discovered 
northern entrance. A curious stone ring uear the summit was exca- 
vated, and found to contain a deep central pit. No hut sites could be 
located, and Hartshorne’s supposed stone circles drew blank. It is 
hoped to publish a full report this year. 


CLUN MUSEUM. 


There have been many fresh discoveries of flint implements in 
the Clun and Bishop’s Castle area, but nearly all remained in private 
hands till recently, when, on 22nd September, 1932, the new Ciun 
Town Hall Museum was opened to the public by Miss H. M. Auden, 
F,R.Hist.S,, Chairman of the Council of the Shropshire Archaeological 
Society. Here a magnificent local collection has been garnered through 
the efforts of our members, Mr. H. C. Jones and Mr. T. Hamar, and is 
now available for permanent study. Mr. Jones and Mr. Hamar are 
to be most warmly congratulated on their great achievement, and 
we wish it all the success it so well deserves. The value of their work is 
enormously enhanced by the fact that every exhibit has been numbered 
and catalogued with full details of its discovery and, whenever possible, 
the site has been marked on the 6in. O.S. map. The prehistoric 
collection includes specimens of certain well-known types of flint 
arrow-heads, which are unrepresented from any other sites in the 
Western Midlands. There are also numerous exhibits typical of the 
former life of the locality, and this ‘‘ Bygones ” section will increase in 
importance as the scheme becomes better known, and accessions from 
the neighbourhood are gathered in. 


ROMAN SHROPSHIRE. 


The course of the aqueduct which supplied the baths at 
Viroconium has been traced by Dr. R. W. Pocock, F.G.S., of the 
Geological Survey, and we hope that his report and map will appear 
in the Shropshive Archaeological Tvansactions. 

Our Roman Roads Committee had two more field days on the 
line of the Viroconium~-Deva road, between Roden and Moston, near 
Hawkstone, and were able to trace on the ground the road previously

reported as revealed by air photographs. Near the north end of the 
third field, north of Harcourt Mill, I picked up on a heap of sand 
scratched out of the road a piece of the base of a pale red pot which, 
as Mr. Reginald Smith, V.P.S,A., Keeper of the Department of British 
and Mediaeval Antiquities in the British Museum, agrees, looks 
decidedly Roman. 

Some worn scraps of Roman pottery have been found in a field 
near the old ford at Clunbury, which has also produced flint implements 
and other objects of interest, and this is being watched for further 


evidence. 
DYKES. 


Dr. Cyril Fox, F.S.A., Director of the National Museum of 
Wales, has completed his field survey of Wat’s Dyke, the southern 
part of which is in Shropshire, and a complete survey of the Short 
Dykes of the Marches is in progress. His full report on the survey of 
Offa’s Dyke “‘ from sea to sea ”’ were published in Archaecologia Cam- 
bvensis, 1926-193] ; the 3rd, 4th and 5th Reports, 1928-30, are of special 
importance to Salopians. 


MEDIAEVAL AND LATER. 


The Office of Works continues its great work of preservation 
at Acton Burnell Castle and Haughmond Abbey. Several sites in the 
county have been submitted for scheduling under the Ancient Monu- 
ments Act. 

Mr. B. O’Neil visited the supposed ampitheatre at Cheney 
Longville, and found it to be merely the remains of the courtyard of a 
mediaeval motte-and-bailey castle, of which the remnants of the 
mound are also traceable: it was doubtless the predecessor of the 
moated manor house nearby. 

At the beginning of September, 1932, the Cambrian 
Archaeological Association held its Annual Meeting at Newtown, and 
on two days sites within our borders were visited, in the Churchstoke, 
Ctun and Bishop’s Castle region. Descriptive records have appeared 
in the December part of the 1932 volume of Archaeologia Cambrensis. 
Of particular interest is the photograph of the carved oak beam over 
the fireplace of the kitchen in Lower Spoad Farm, west of Clun, said 
to have been a hunting lodge of the Earls of Powis: a stag hunt is 
depicted in bold relief, and two kinds of hounds are shown. A date of 
about 1550 was suggested for the carving. 


SHREWSBURY. 


In Shrewsbury we are witnessing numerous changes, notably 
in the new Car Parking Place around. Rowley’s Mansion. Here, 
although we may lament the disappearance of some picturesque but 
dilapidated old houses, we may be thankful that the best of the ancient 
material is being used up in the shelter under construction, and that 
the whole proceeding is supervised by our Borough Surveyor, Mr. Ward, 
to whose influence or design Shrewsbury owes the fitting character of 
so many of its fine new buildings. 

Whitehall has been saved by the Society for the Preservation of 
Ancient Buildings, which purchased the property last August, but I 
understand that it has not yet been decided to what use it is to be 
devoted. 

The Society desires to Iet it to a tenant who would take a 
sympathetic interest in this historic house.

ZOOLOGY. 


It is satisfactory to note that the Red Squirrel is more numerous 
than ever around Bridgnorth, whilst it is gradually increasing else- 
where. No Grey Squirrels were reported in 1932. On the other hand, 
the introduced Musk Rat has increased to such an extent as to be a 
serious pest. The Polecat is getting numerous in Merioneth. Several 
sha obtained in Montgomeryshire, and two in Shropshire on the 
border, 

Amongst birds perhaps the most interesting record is the 
nesting of the Siskin in Shropshire in 1931 and 1932. The Cuckoo 
atrived early, and continued in song to the end of June, and one even 
on July 9th. The Swift also came early—one on April 22nd, A pair of 
Spotted Flyecatchers reared three broods at Oswestry, and three 
pairs of Tufted Duck nested on Betton Pool. 

From North Wales comes a record of a Baillon’s Crake, on 
January 7th, at Aberdovey, where, also, a Chiffchaff wintered 1931-32, 
and a Greenshank stayed throughout the year from the beginning of 
February. The Lesser Spotted Woodpecker nested for the second 
year at Aberystwyth. At Bodorgan, Anglesey, a colony of Great 
Black-backed Gulls numbers between 40 and 60 pairs; when my 
Vert; Fauna was published, there were nowhere more than 3 or 4 pairs 
together. 

Several Monk Fish were caught on the Merioneth coast in July ; 
and a Sturgeon in June. In May a Sand Pride (the smallest of the 
Lampreys) was taken in the River Onny—a new record for that stream.

MAMMALS. 


Talpa europoea (Mole). Potts and others. June, many found dead 
above ground, uninjured; query, cause of death. Mrs. M. 
Kershaw. September, Stoat and Mole caught in same trap, 
Aberdovey ; photo in Country Life. 

Neomys fodiens (Water Shrew). Potis, December 6th, one dead close to 
Benthall House; only second example noted here—last seen 
1929. No water near here. 

Felis sylvestris (Wild Cat). Pitt. A Wild Cat (male) got from Scotland 
when about 3 weeks old, became partially tame, paired with a 
female Domestic Cat, and had by her several litters. See 
paper in C.F.C. Transactions. Another litter is expected, and 
Miss Pitt offers a kitten to anyone who is interested, and will 
give it a good home. 

Mustela putorlus (Polecat). Bible, Many trapped Aberdovey district, 
including several of the red variety, and a hybrid Polecat- 
Ferret with grey hindquarters. Potts. Examples from Lake 
Vytnwy and Cemmes preserved by Shelbrook, Bridgnorth. 
Huxley. Two sent in for preservation from Bishop’s Castle 
district—one in February, the other in December. Forrest. 
These records indicate that the Polecat has in recent years 
spread from its Cardiganshire stronghold, first into Merioneth, 
then into the neighbouring part of jMontgomeryshire, and now 
across the border into Shropshire. 
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Meles meles (Badger}. Pitt. Plentiful and increasing, Bridgnorth. 


Lutra lutra (Otter). Corbet Edwayds. November 26th, shot one hiding 
in brambles, Worthen, a mile from nearest stream, 


Halichaerus gtypus (Grey Seal). Bible. April 27th, Aberdovey ; 
October 28th, one 4 ft. long washed up dead. 


Sciurus vulgaris (Squirrel). Bible. January 4th, one seen Aberdovey ; 
one or two subsequently on several occasions. Piit, About 
Bridgnorth more numerous than ever. orvest. Increasing 
slowly round Shrewsbury. 


Glad to say none reported 
in Shropshire 1932.

METEOROLOGY. 


A few changes are to be recorded among the observers 
furnishing returns. Mr. S. G. Bartlett has taken the place 
of Prebendary Burton at Bitterley; Mr. J. P. Berry has 
succeeded Mr. J. R. Francis at Oakly Park Gardens; and 
Mr. Colin McWilliam has succeeded Mr. J. Clark at the 
Gardens at Sansaw. Mr. J. W. Nowell retired during the 
year, and Mr. G. H. Salmon has succeeded him at Roden, as 
manager of the Manchester C.W.S. Estate. Records from 
Shifnal School are again available, furnished by Mr. W. J. 
Morris, while Mr. T. F. Chard, who for so many years sent in 
the Shifnal returns, has moved to Wem, to the new Sentor 
School, and has supplied figures for part of the year. His 
full records in future years will be very welcome, as repre- 
senting an area so far unrepresented. 

My grateful acknowledgments are again due to Dr, C. 
Crowther, Principal of the Harper Adams Agricultural 
College, and to Dr. A. D. Symons, Superintendent of the 
Monkmoor Isolation Hospital, for the valuable returns from 
those stations. 

The year was, on the whole, mild, with no severe or 
prolonged frosts, and very little snow. From August 10th to 
21st, sustained high temperatures occurred, but this “ heat 
wave ’’ was of less severity in Shropshire than in the south 
of England, the maximum temperature for the year, recorded 
in the screen, at Monkmoor and at Harper Adams College, 
being 89° and 87° respectively on August 19th, as against 
91.7° on August 18th, 98.9° on the L9th, and 93° on the 20th, 
at Greenwich Royal Observatory. 

Rainfall was again above the average at our recording 
stations, though to a less degree than in 1930 and 1931, the 
excess last year ranging from one to three inches. It would 
appear, from the Air Mimistry’s returns, that 1932 was the 
tenth year in succession with a general fall for the country 
exceeding the average. We may therefore perhaps look for 
a compensating cycle of drier years to be approaching. 

The spring was backward, owing to a very dry period 
throughout February and the greater part of March, with 
temperature below normal, and to wet and cold weather 
in April and May. This late cold was unfavourable to the 
main fruit crops. 
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The summer was, on the whole, good, June and August 
having rainfall considerably below the average, with much 
fine weather. The Field Club’s “ Long Meeting ” was specially 
favoured. Out-door games and sports, and holiday makers 
generally, enjoyed a good season. 


The autumn was generally mild, with little frost, and the 
trees retained their leaves and tints well into November. 
October was a wet month, but September showed no excess 
of rainfall, while November, and December especially, were 
comparatively dry. 


Sunshine was deficient in amount to the extent of 139.7 
hours less than in 1931, and 164.7 hours less than in 1930, at 
Monkmoor. 


EARTH TREMOR.—I am indebted to Mr, V. A. Bayley, 
of Upper Millichope, for information of an earthquake, or 
strong tremor, occurring there on July 7th at 7 hrs, 37 mins, 
27 secs. Greenwich mean time. The shock was strong, accom- 
panied by noise for about two seconds, and slight for a further 
five or six seconds. This occurrence has not been reported 
by any other observer, and upon enquiry, it was not observed 
at Harper Adams College.

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NOTES ON THE WEATHER AS AFFECTING CROPS, 
Etc. 


Mr. G. T. Watson, Burwarton Hall Gardens —This has been 
another disappointing season to fruit growers generally. 
All fruit trees here showed promise of bearing very good 
crops, as there was an abundance of blossom, Apples 
and pears and cherries did not set well, owing to the wet, 
cold and sunless weather during the time of flowering. 
Gooseberries, currants, and raspberries all gave good 
crops. Everything looked most promising in the early 
spring. A very good season for vegetables. 


Major W. H. B. Whitaker, Totterton Hall_Some good hay 
carried in June. A wet July delayed the harvest, and 
damaged a certain amount of hay. August and Sep- 
tember were good harvest months, though hay was 
overgrown. Very poor apple and stone-fruit crops. 
A good wild pheasant year. 


P. Compton, Esq., Oswestry School_—The school garden has 
been much more successful than in previous years, 
although the weather was unfavourable during April 
and May. 


Myr. J. P. Berry, Oakly Park Gardens.—Mildew very prevalent 
on onions, peas, and on practically everything subject 
to it, following a cold spell in July, and a dry June. 


The following notes, from Harper Adams College, are 
of special value and interest, as giving an authoritative 
review of the year’s weather as regards agriculture in the 
County. 


THE EFFECT OF WEATHER ON CROPS IN THE 
NEWPORT (SHROPSHIRE) DISTRICT DURING THE 
SEASON, 1932. 


On reviewing the weather of 1932, one is at once struck 
by the great variation from normal in the rainfall from month 
to month; only 3 months, viz., March, September and 
November, were anywhere near normal—the rest were 
either extremely wet or extremely dry, but the nett total of 
26.09 inches was practically normal. For this reason the season 
of 1932, as pertaining to crops, has mainly been described 
below from month to month. 
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CEREALS— 

After three very wet but mild months, February 
was extremely dry, and this, with the help of a series of 
sharp frosts, was of the greatest value in preparing a 
tilth for the sowing of spring cereals. This promised a 
good start for these crops, and winter cereals, which at 
first were hindered by excessive wet, made good growth, 
The drought of February, however, continued until the 
22nd of March, accompanied by strong east winds and 
hard frosts at night ; this dried up everything completely, 
and by the 20th all crops were beginning to suffer from 
lack of rain—pastures were brown, and winter cereals 
parched ; in addition the germination of the early-sown 
cereals was considerably delayed. April and May were 
abnormally wet, with cold weather also persisting until 
the third week of May, with consequent slow growth 
of all cereals. After this date the advent of warmer 
weather and an extremely dry June promoted very 
rapid growth, although crops were still backward for the 
time of year, and a late season was expected. July was 
a disastrous month for many cereal fields, heavy storms 
both of wind and rain, more especially on the nights of 
July 3rd, and 1ith-13th—the latter three days being 
thunderstorms—caused serious lodging, from which 
many fields never recovered. Winter wheat and oats 
were the chief sufferers. To adjust the balance, the 
weather of August was ideal, with abnormally high 
temperatures and low rainfall. Ripening was extremely 
rapid, and the threat of a late season mainly averted, 
while cutting and carrying were carried out rapidly under 
excellent conditions. Yields of ail the cereal crops were 
above normal, 


ROOTS— 

The wet weather of April seriously hampered the 
preparation for, and the drilling of, root crops. Many 
mangold fields were not drilled until May, and early 
sowing of beet in many cases was impossible. The 
weather of June was ideal for singling and inter-row 
cultivations, while growth was very rapid. Swedes and 
turnips, whenever sown, grew right away, with no 
check, and 1932 may be said to have been an exceptional 
season for both crops. Mangold crops were also above 
the average. Variable reports were received of early 
sown beet, and many fields were re-sown ; later sown beet 
did well, and, despite abnormally low sunshine in July,

the sugar content started well, and remained at a good 
level throughout the season. Potatoes were a good crop, 
and were likely to keep well. 


GRASS— 


The drought of February and March, previously 
commented on, checked early grass, and when it broke 
on March 22nd, the rapid change in colour of the 
pastures from brown to green was most striking. Wet 
conditions during April and May favoured heavy growth, 
and so, with the dry June to better the quality and give 
good curing conditions, excellent cuts both of seeds and 
meadow hay were obtained and carried under excellent 
conditions. The weather broke on July 9th, and any 
field uncut or not carried remained in that state for the 
rest of the month, to be completed under the favourable 
conditions of August. Aftermath grew well during July, 
and gave a good second cut that was able to be carried 
in good condition,

Mr. H. A. Howe notes a marked deficiency of sunshine 
at Monkmoor compared with 1981, 139.7 fewer hours of 
sunshine having been recorded.
